Hughes at the Auditorium in that 
:ity last week, broke into superla- 
.ives over the crowds and enthusiasm 
that greeted the republican candid- 
ate, in an adroit attempt to hoodwink 
:heir readeis throughout the slate 
nto the belief that the Hughes rneet- 
ng in Milwaukee was an enormous 
success and a positive indication of 
!ie "way the wind b'lows." 


The truth of the matter however, 


is this: 
When Mr. Hughes arrived 


n Milwaukee not.one thousand peo- 
ple greeted him at the Northwestern 
station. 
When it is considered that 


Milwaukee has a population of over 
400,000 it will bo readily seen that 
;he voters of Milwaukee are 
noi 


reatly Interested in Mr. Hughes or 
tils policies. When he was seen ap- 
proaching the automobile in waiting 
Cor him he received about as much 
applause as Milwaukee gives a pro- 
hibition candidate. 
The faint hand 


clapping reminded one of a church 
festival or entertainment at a girl's 
school. 


The police had made preparations 


to handle a large crowd because of 
the anticipated welcome that the re- 
publican candidate was expected to 
receive. 
The police had practically 


nothing to do and when Mr. Hughes 
arrived he and his party rode off 
without any demonstration. 


When President Wilson came to 


Milwaukee last February, over 30,- 
000 people gathered at the station 
and it was with difficulty that he sue. 
ceeded In reaching his hotel. 


The day on which he arrived had a 


temperature of 10 degrees below zero 
while the city has not in years baft a 
more beautiful summer 
day than 


that which greeted Mr. Hughes. 


From noon until the Auditorium 


was opened for the reception of vis- 
itors, men and women stood shiver- 
ing for hours, waiting for President 
Wilson to appear. 
According-to the 


police and others, the city never be- 
fore in its history, had such a tre- 
mendous gathering. The local news- 
papers came out with the sta-tem'ant 
that over 50,000 people jammed the 
streets that led to the hall. 


There were, not 3,000 people, out- 


side of those in the 
Auditorium, 


awaiting the arrival of Hughes. 


While he was in the midst of his 


speech of criticism and evasion and 
failure to answer the questions asked 
by the leading writers of the country, 
hundreds of persons left the hall. 
Hughes spoke about one hour, but 
was scheduled to entertain the aud- 
ience for two and one-half hours. At 
the conclusion of the address there 
was not the slightest tendency to- 
ward an ovation, although the repub- 
lican members seated on the platform 
and in the front row seats attempted 
to arouse the enthusiasm 
of tlie 


audience. 


The people left the hall as soon as 


the candidate had finished. 


Hughes and his party will have to 


"deliver the goods" in Milwaukee at 
least before the voters, no matter 
what their ancestorship, will entrust 
the safety of America to their admin, 
israion.

come, and C. A. Nonnington also 
spoke 'luring Ihe evening, as dill 
Otto Roenlus. 


At the conclusion of the speaking 


the visitors went out and inspected 
tho lighting system, and they wore 
greatly pleased with the appearance 
of the main street and the city in 
general. 
The system up there con- 


sists of one lamp in a place on an 
ornamental standard, the lights be- 
ing about 100 feel apart on botli 
sides of the street. 
The system Is

MONDAY

There' will doubtless be a sufficient 


number to organize classes in cook- 
ing, sewing, dressmaking, millinery, 
stenography, 
typewriting, • book- 


keeping, arithmetic, reading, spelling, 
penmanship, and English for foreign- 
ers. 
A few have asked for show 


card writing, business English, me- 
chanical drawing, wood turning, cabi- 
net malting and machine shop work. 
An effort will be made to provide a 
competent instructor for any subject 
which ten or more people wish to 
take. 


The tuition is free to all residents 


of the city more than sixteen years 
of age. 
A small deposit fee of $2 is 


required of each student at the time 
of enrolling as a guaranty of attend- 
ance. 
This deposit fee will be re- 


funded at the end of the term to all 
who have attended three-fourths of 
the time and excused absences. 


Books and^supplies may be pur- 


chased at the school at cost. 


Last year there were students en- 


rolled in the evening school in this 
city from thirty-one different trades 
or occupations. Some of these were 
taking subjectb that were related to 
their occupations, but many were 
taking courses!entirely different. 


Many people who are now holding 


responsible positions and drawing 
high salaries owe their success to the 
help they got in evening school. It 
puts the bottom of the ladder where 
the person is, and helps him to climb.

Books and'•supplies may be pur- 


chased at the school at cost. 


.Last year there were students en- 


rolled in the evening school in this 
city from thirty-one different trades 
or occupations. 
Some of these were 


taking subjectk that were related to 
their occupations, but many were 
taking courseslentirely different. 


Many people who are now holding 


responsible positions and 
drawing 


high salaries.owe their success to the 
help they got in evening school.

but the weigher and the checker, in 
collusion, divided the figure by two in 
setting it down. The system was both 
simple and effective.'' It worked for 
twenty-five years.

The 
weights shown by the scales Smith 
divided by two and you passed them. 
That night a messenger was sent to 
Costollo with a statement of the short 
weight you had passed. .Costello paid 
half the duty on this short weight. You 
and the weigher split on the basis of 
forty, sixty. 


"We know of. a score of offenses 


equally glaring on your 
part. 
The 


government needs you as a witness. 
Under the circumstances- do you not 
think it would be advisable for you to 
go without me to the district attorney 
and makeva complete statement of all 
you know about customs frauds?"

absolute and so were all the methods 
of graft revealed.

T h e Philistines in 1Mb case were 


ty[,.fi<>d by the customs crowd of the 
port of New York. That crowd was a 
ring within the administration of the 
affairs of that greatest of gateways 
that had built up a system for divert- 
ing a million dollars a year from the 
pocket of 1'r.cle Sam and appropriat- 
ing the money to itself. 
For twenty- 


five years the men of this inner circle 
had steadily strengthened their posi- 
tions, their hold upon those in author- 
ity, their power to shake doA'n im- 
porters. There Is a great influence to 
bo wielded by a million dollars a year 
in the hands of willing spenders. 


The development of this condition 


of affairs was baaed primarily upon 
the fact that positions in the customs 
service are dependent upon politics 
The men who built up the system of 
customs graft had secured th^ir ap- 
pointments because the) had political 
influence. 
They afterward used that 


influence and put their easy money 
back of it. 
Their power grew, 
it 


made it possible for them to dictate 
appoiutmants more important than 
their ov.-n, even to the collcctorship 
'tself. It made it possible for them to 
bring about the removal of any small- 
er official who seemed to stand in their 
way. 
Men not In the ring learned to 


w i n k at many things that they saw. 
When an emissary of the crooked cus- 
loins crowd went to an importer, even 
whore he was honest, it camo to be 
known that it was wise to listen to 
any proposal made Thus did the ma- 
chine gather force. 


Just one example of the workings 


of the system. An Italian named Oos- 
tello was an Importer of cheese. 
He 


was a successful, enterprising and 
honest merchant. One day he received 
a large shipment from 
Italy, upon 


which he expected to pay a duty oC 
$10,000. The cargo was unloaded and 
weighed by the customs representa- 
tives. That night an emissary of the 
ring called upon the Italian merchant, 
lie showed the record of weights for 
the cheese cargo. 
According to this 


record Costello would have had to pay 
a duty of but $5.000. It showed but 
half the weight in cheese that had ac- 
tually arrived. 


"We 
save you $5.000," said the 


spokesman. 
"We expect you to di- 


vide the profit." 


"But 1 believe in dealing honestly 


with the government," said Costello. 
"I have always done so and 1 have 
prospered." 


"My tip to you," said the go-between, 


"is to do as the weighers suggest. 
They could as easily charge you over- 
weight as underweight. Besides, you 
will save much money." 


The importer, a foreigner, thus ad- 


vised by representatives of the gov- 
ernment of his adoption, took the tip 
and thereafter profited through this 
official 
corruption and 
shared 
tbe 


duties thus saved. 
Costello received 


most of his goods as part of what 
were known as "Mediterranean car- 
goes," cheese, macaroni, olive oil. The 
government was afterward found to 
have been losing an average of $20,- 
000 on each Mediterranean cargo that 
came to port. 


The case is typical. The represen- 


tatives of the government practically 
forced the importers into these decep- 
tions. The customs service and com- 
mercial New York became permeated 
with this sort of fraud. 


Henry L. Stimson was appointed 


I'nited States district attorney in 1909 
and determined to clean up these cus- 
toms frauds. William Loeb. Jr. was 
collector of the port, and of the same 
mind. The two men got their heads 
together 
and considered ways and 


means. A big cleanup followed and in 
bringing it about the work of Detec- 
tive Billy Card played a most impor- 
tant part. 


This young special agent was told 


to go out and master the detail of New 
York customs, a service that was new 
to him, to come to understand them 
so well that he could place his finger 
on the points where things were going 
wrong, to pick out the men in the 
service who were corrupt, to get his 
information in such form that it would 
be admissible in court as evidence and 
so strong that it would insure convic- 
tions. He was to do all this in the 
face of: the unfriendliness of the serv- 
ice he was to study, despite all the 
stumbling blocks that would be put in 
his way. in opposition to the dominant 
political machine of the port, in the 
face of a lack of any special knowledge 
of the service. Young Card accepted 
tbe assignment with a grin. 
• "What are you doing on the customs 
cases?" District Attorney 
Stimson 


asked three weeks later. 


"Going to the baseball games," said 


Card. 


"I hadn't noticed any cargoes being 


unloaded out that way." said Stimson. 
"Hew long have you been a fan?" 


"Just a week," said 
the" special 


agent. 
"Never attended a game be- 


fore iu my life. 
I sit in the nice, 


warm sun of the bleachers to the

And such were actually the facts. 


To solve the riddle of tbe diatoms 
frauds Agent Gard was working hard 
•at the taak of becoming a baseball 
fan 


Two weeks he had devoted to the 


docks. During the first of these weeks 
he had gone from wharf to wharf and 
from man to man. 
He had asked 


many questions which were but the 
commonplaces 
that 
any 
individual 


who wanted to get a smattering of the 
detail of .such a business would have 
asked. 
He was received tolerantly 


by the old heads of the customs crowd. 
Many agents had been to the docks 
ahead of him and most of these had 
been experts. 
If the> began to get 


dangerous, political Influence was used 
in having them pulled off the job or 
money was used in having them fall 
to report any wrongdoing. 
But this 


youngster who did not know tbe sim- 
plest things about the customs service 
—he was hardly worthy of notice. 


But during that week Gard had not 


expected to become a customs expert. 
Hia 
plan 
for getting results was 


founded on a different idea. lie had 
been hunting for a man who suited 
the purpose of his plan, and had found 
him. 
This man waa an Irishman by 


the name of O'Toole, who was one of 
the weighers at a certain dock In 
Brooklyn. 
He had in the back of bis, 


head all the facts that the special 
agent lacked. If he could be induced 
to co-operate, the case 
might be 


worked out. 


O'Toolo was a man of fifty, and had 


been a weigher for eleven years. 
Gard had learned many things about 
him. 
lie had no family, his great en- 


thusiasm was baseball, and his weak- 
ness was a ceitainty of going to the 
mat with John Barleycorn every third 
Saturday night. 
lie was a lonesome 


man, 
and sour and cynical. 


"How 
long ha^e you been on this 


investigation?" O'Toole asked Gard 
before 
the conversation had gone 


far. 


"Just this week," said the special 


agent. 


"Have you found anything?" aslted 


the weigher. 


"Not 
yet," said the special agent. 


"Well, if you want your job to 


last, don't," said the Irishman. 


They discussed the general points 


in the business of weighing cargoes 
and the work of the force having 
It iu charge. 
But the special agent 


had gathered the idea that O'Toole 
was not in sympathy with conditions, 
that he was not a member of tbe in- 
ner circle. 
Yet an Intelligent man 


serving as weigher for eleven' years 
would know secrets that would be of 
interest 
to 
the 
government, and 


O'Toole was embittered. 
He should 


be cultivated. 


The days of the following week the 


special agent spent about the docks 
dressed as a rough laboring man. The 


they are afraid he might talk when he 
is drunk." 


"He wouldn't take dirty money, any- 


way," 
Insisted another. 
"He is an 


honest man." 


The third week the special agent 


was devoting to the ball park, sitting 
in the bleachers three seats back of 
O'Toole. He had determined that the 
Irishman should tell him the story of 
the customs frauds from tbe inside. 
He knew that, to get on a basis of 
sufficient good feeling to bring tbis 
about, he must approach O'Toole on 
the most favorable basis possible. Too 
much care could not be taken in laying 
the foundation for his final proposal 
to the weigher. 
The man's love for 


baseball first presented itself. 
The 


agent determined to become a fellow 
fan with him. 
Thus should he come 


to know him better and under most 
favorable circumstances. 


On two occasions the special agent 


bowed to the weigher in leaving the 
bleachers. 
He had thus got himself 


identified in that individual's mind 
as a fellow fan. t It was the end of the 
second week, however, before the con- 
ditions developed that made just the 
opening that Gard wanted. 
The situa- 


tion worked itself out on Saturday aft- 
ernoon. 
The game had gone three 


innings when a flurry of rain threat- 
ened to bring it to a close. 
Then 


there was a downpour. The people in 
the bleachers scurried tor shelter. 
There seemed little chance for the 
game being resumed, and most of the 
bieacberites filed out under their um- 
brellas. 


Soma twenty enthusiastic fans held 


to their seats on the chance that the 
game would go on. Among these were 
O'Toole and the special agent. Both 
were drenched to the skin. 
Finally 


the umpire announced that the game 
was called, and the stragglers turned 
homeward. 
As O'Toole started to go 


he was greeted by Special Agent Gard. 


"By jove," said the young man. "I 


believe you are a more enthusiastic 
fan than I am." 


"They shouldn't have called the 


game for a. few drops of water," com- 
plained the saturated weigher. 
"But 


let us go some placeiand get a drink." 


Whereupon the two dripping fans 


found their way to a iipurh.v barroom 
and talked o£ club standings and bat- 
ting averages while they warmed up 
with 
copious 
drafts 
of 
red-eyed 


liquor. 


"Boy," said the weigher, after the 


fourth drink, "have you got a fam- 
ily?" 


"No," answered Gard. "I am not 


married." 


"Go get married," urged the older 


man. 
"When you begin to get old and 


have only a solitary room to which to 
go and no children nor grandchildren 
to give you an interest in the world, 
there is nothing to live for. You per- 
form your small duties with a great 
void in the back of your mind. There 
is no stage setting that makes the 
petty play seem worth while. The only 
relief is an occasional Saturday night 
when you forget." 


The special agent began to realize 


that the weigher was starting on his 
tri-weekly fling. It also began to be 
evident that he was of the order of in- 
ebriates who indulge in a debauch of 
self-pity as an accompaniment to their 
liquor. 


"It always seemed to me," said the 


special agent, "that a man could be- 
come so absorbed in his work that it 
would fill his whole life. 
Particularly 


should- this be true when he has a 
task so important as yours." 


"Mother of Mary!" exclaimed the 


Irishman. 
"Become 
absorbed 
in 


watching a bunch of thieves always 
at work? 
Would you like to spend 


your declining years in sitting idly by 
and watching your employer and bene- 
factor robbed?"

Veteran Prospector Tells of Weird Ef- 


fect Long Sojourn in the Wilds 


Had on Him. 


The hours we spent with another 


prospector, the "Old Man of the Moun- 
tains," as we called him, were ones 
that held us with a charm. There ivas 
something about the deeply-set, pene- 
trating eyes, the square dim, and the 
benevolent expression of the face that 
reminded us o- tie quiet lakes aud 


nights he spent in nearby saloons 
with the acquaintances he had made 
during the day. The idea in this was 
to determine what information the 
laborers were able to pick up and 
whether they could be used as inform- 
ers. 
Many of these were Irishmen, as 


smart as the best of them, and pretty 
well aware of what was soing on. 
From the gossip of these men it was 
also possible to get many a flash on 
the character of the men higher up. 
O'Toole they pronounced honest. 


"They won't give him a chance to 


get on the inside," said one, "because 


the strength of the distant mountain 
peaks. 


"Many is the time," said the old 


man, "that I have been prospecting so 
far ba«k in the wilderness of British 
Columbia that men have said I would 
never see civilization again, that I 
would either die or go iusane. 


"Once 1 had been in the wilderness 


of British Columbia for a year," he 
continued. "Winter was breaking up, 
and with the signs of spring coming 
on I began to make my way back to 
the world again. I traveled long and 


piece of work in cleaning up the serv- 
ice?" 


"Yes, and be broken and thrown in- 


to the discard to starve," was the re- 
ply. 
"I have seen too many of them 


go up against the gang. None of it 
for O'Toole." 


"Just one tip I will give you," s_aid 


the weigher after hearing the special 
agent's argument in favor of lending 
his aid to showing up the frauds. "If 
you will examine the records of Med- 
iterranean cargoes you will find that, 
during the past ten years, such car- 
goes have regularly been about twice 


hard, and when I walked down the 
street of the first village to which ! 
came, the children gathered around 
me and the women came to their 
doors. One woman aske.d me into her 
house. 


" 'Why do the children all behave 


so toward me?' I asked. 'Because you 
look so strange,' she replied. 
And 


then she let me take a looking glass, 
and I was startled at the sight of my- 
self. 
I had never noticed that my 


hair was growing long; but there it 
was, and my beard, very long and 


as heavy when handled by certain 
weighers as when handled by others. 
The men whose records show these 
cargoes always light are the crooks. 
Those who show them heavy are hoa- 
est. The solution is merely a matter 
oE mathematics." 


With this semiconfidence the agent 


contented himself 
He continued to 


go to the baseball games, but met 
O'Toole only casually. In the mean- 
time the records of weighers were be- 
ing examined. In a week the figures 
were complete. 
They showed these 


men divided into two groups that were 
far apart with relation to the weights 
of cargoes. The group that weighed 
light was the larger. 


A few days later Gard saw O'Toole 


after a ball game. He told the weigh- 
er that District Attorney 
Stimson 


wanted to see him that night at the 
federal building,-that the district at- 
torney was under great obligations to 
him for the tip to examine weighers' 
"ecords and wanted to thank him. 


"O'Toole," said the district attorney 


that night, "this is a time when the 
government needs the aid of honest 
men. We know that men who would 
clean up customs graft have, in' the 
past, come to grief. But this is not 
now true. I have taken up your case 
with the secretary of the treasury 
himself. That official asks me to in- 
form you that, in case you aid us in 
cleaning up this situation, your place 
will not only be made secure but that 
you should figure that the service will 
be remembered in the light of your 
future interests. 
We know that your 


record is clean. We want your help. 
Are you with us?" 


Agent Gard had selected the right 


man. 
O'Toole, at first timid in his 


fear of the ring, became an enthusiast 
over the task of weeding out the 
graft. 
The dominance of local politi- 


cians had no terrors for him with 
Washington at his back. The value 
of all he had learned in eleven yeays 
at the scales was made to supplement 
the lack of customs experience on the 
part of the special agent. 
His ac- 


quaintance with the customs force in 
the port made his information invalu- 
able. So enthusiastic did he become 
that he misse'd three ball games in 
succession and went pasttour Saturday 
nights -without his customary tussle 
with the^ spirits that bring forgetful- 
aess. 


O'Toole confirmed much of the list 


of short-weight employees that had 
been made up. Of the derelictions of 
many of these he had personal knowl- 
edge. 
With their methods he was 


entirely familiar and was able to point 
the way toward the establishing of 
guilt so it would be admissible as evi- 
dence and would secure convictions. 


That an individual weigher may re- 


port short weights it is necessary that 
his associate at the scales, a checker, 
should share in his deceptions, for the 
checker is a witness oT the record of 
the scales. 
In the celebrated short 


weight cases of the sugar scandals, 
the checker had a steel spring like a 
corset stay that he thrust into the 
mechanism of the scale and retarded 
it, thus resulting in a showing of 
short weight. But in the case of the 
Mediterranean cargoes the fraud was 
less disguised. 
The scales were al- 


lowed to record the proper weight, 
but the weigher and the checker, in 
collusion, divided the figure by two in 
setting it down. The system was both 
simple and effective.' It worked for 
twenty-five years. 


Gard consulted with O'Toole upon 


the advisability 
of using workmen 


about the docks as informers. 
The 


weigher thought this could be done 
and knew a number of men who might 
be so used. A laborer, for instance, 
working about the scales, was able to 
see the amount that the beam regis- 
tered at given times. He could easily 
remember the big numbers, those that 
represented the thousands of pounds, 
until he had a chance to set them 
down. He could thus get a rough rec- 


^%^^x*^^ 
white. There was a strange look in 
my eyes and I knew that I had just 
left the wilderness in time."—Blanche 
E. Herbert, in World Outlook. 


ord of the weighing of a given half 
day. 
This could afterward be com- 


pared with the figures of the weigher. 
A pretty close check could thus be 
put on the given suspects. 


By such methods fairly clear cases 


were obtained against given weighers 
and checkers. After much information 
was gathered certain guilty ineu would 
be selected 
who 
would 
be given 


chances to tell all about their knowl- 
edge of the frauds. These men would 
be given immunity. Thus would a few 
of the guilty escape punishment; but 
thus, also, would the government learn 
all the details o£ the frauds that it 
might be able to provide, effectually 
against them. 


Special agents were set to watch 


every suspect, to learn his manner of 
life, how hs spent his money, whether 
he could be trapped on the outside 
When the government needed the con- 
fession of a given man he would be 
called upon and talked to in some such 
manner as this: 


"You, 
as checker, 
worked 
with 


Weigher Smith on a given cargo. The 
weights shown by the scales Smith 
divided by two and you passed them. 
That night a messenger was sent to 
Costello with a statement of the short 
weight you had passed. Costello paid 
half the duty on this short weight. You 
and the weigher split on the basis of 
forty, sixty. 


"We know of a score of offense? 


equally glaring on your 
part. 
The 


government needs you as a witness. 
Under the 'circumstances' do you not 
think it would be advisable for you to 
go without me to the district attorney 
and make^a complete statement of all 
you know about customs frauds?" 


The 
man 
that 
the 
government 


wanted usually came through with all 
he knew. 
So were the cases made 


absolute and so were all the methods 
of graft revealed. 
Eleven weighers 


and checkers were convicted and. sent 
to the penitentiary. Many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars' in duties that 
had 
been 
avoided 
were 
assessed 


against and paid by importers. 
The 


government was lenient with most of 
these because of its chagrin over the 
part played by its representatives and 
because the initiative in the offending 
had usually been taken by govern- 
ment agents. 
- 


Altogether the cleaning up of the 


customs scandals in the port of New 
York was a most complicated task. 
The work of Special Agent Gard is but 
a fragment of it, but was vastly im- 
portant and decidedly typical of the 
problem in hand and its solution. 


Well-Watered City. 


Astrakhan is half a city of the wa- 


ters. Aimless branches of the great 
Volga twist through the outlying sec- 
tions, flecked with white sails and dot- 
ted with rowhoats. The big river steam- 
ers come almost into the heart of the 
city. This is the naval base of Rus- 
sia's Caspian fleet.

other matter, and has been made possible only' by 
the Invention of Incubators of the continuous 
type, lieale'd from 
it coal-burning furnace 
and 


requiring only a comparatively small amount of 
attention, 
rt Is a line of work which farmers' 


wives and other women can follow with success 
and to which farmers themselves, as well us the 
owners of large poultry plants, are Ufniing their 
attention. Men and women living near the. larger 
towns, and especially If close to tho railroad sta- 
tion or on a trolley line, are particularly well sit- 
uated 'to do custom hatching, for people keeping 
a few hens will come personally wl(h (liolr oggs 
and also call for the chickens— just as they do In 
^gypt,' by the way, except for tlie means of con- 
veyance, 


The initial Investment neod not be large. One 


can start with a single machine and Increase the 
size of Ids plant as business warrants, • A little 
advertising by means of circulars, or, better, In 
a newspaper, will bring the custom. It Is first 
necessary, however, to learn all about running 
the incubator. • It would be foolish to seek cus- 
tomers before becoming thoroughly familiar with 
artificial Incubation and making several experi- 
mental hatchings. These can be made In the fall 
or winter, 


Along with custom hatching goes the sale of 


day-old chicks. This Is another line which men 
and women in tlie country or elsewhere who have 
but llttli- capital -may begin in a small wi(y and 
Increase with (heir business. The two, branches 
may well be combined also. If at any time there 
b'o a dearth of custom-hatching orders, tho ma- 
chines may be kept running just the snmo to 1111 
orders for .newly hutched chickens. For hatching 
chicks, a. charge bused on the number of eggs in, 
an, Incubator tray Is often made, If, for example, 
the tray . w i l l accommodate 75 eggs,( the charge 
may be $2 and upwards. Just as much time and 
fuel are renulred for a dozen oggs as for 713. Of 
course, if the eggs to be hatched for several cus- 
tomers are received at the same time, they can 
bo placed In the same machine, but it wlir.be very 
difficult to decide to whom 'the chicks belong when 
they are out of the shells, 


If the hatcher Is using single machines, It Iy 


wise to employ the smaller sizes. . The machines 
which come In sections are most satisfactory, for 
they can be added to like sectional bookcases 
as one's business grows. 
Of course the custom 


hatcher takes .no responsibility. He does his best, 
and If the eggs fall to hatch, the loss Is the cus- 
tomer's. 
The hatcher has no means of knowing 


that they were fertile, even, until a test at the 
end of five days Is made. Likewise, the hatcher 
runs no open accounts, if he Is wise. A deposit 
should be made when the eggs are left, and the 
remainder paid when the chicks are delivered.-

People living In the 
cities may now keep lions In the back yard, for 
they will need no roosters nud thus nvolcl the com- 
plaints of neighbors, and can keep breeds which 
do not get broody. 


One thing Is certain', though. 
If the egg pro- 


ducers «re going to make the most of their op- 
portunities, many of them will have to reform 
their methods. The statement Is made, apparently 
with authority, that there is an annual loss of 
$>ir>,000,000 because of the improper handling of 
eggs. Much of this loss can be traced directly to 
the producers — the. men and women on the farms. 
Such facts are responsible In part for the present 
much-discussed high cost of living. 


Many farmers let their eggs accumulate until 


they get .a basketful, although it may, take several 
weeks. Fertile and infertile eggs are dumped ii? 
the snmo lor. If n hidden nest Is discovered, the 
old hen is shooed away, and the half-incubated 
eggs are sold along with the others. This is the 


' reason why the average market egg Is unreliable. 


Incubation bus begun in a fertile egg before it Is 
laid. 
In n few da.rs truces of the embryo may 


easily be discovered, even though the egg simply 
he kept In n warm room or allowed to remain In 
tho sun. 
Ordinarily the germ soon perishes, and 


then the egg is quickly added to the. rotten-egg 
class. 
An unfertile egg may bo- kept for many 


weeks without going bad, although It may get 
somewhat stale and consequently unfit for. the 
table.

When Eggs Are Highest. 


How to get eggs in late fall and early winter 


when they tiro highest is n serious problem with 
most poultrymen. 


Taking it for granted that the pullets wore 


hatched early and have made good growth during, 
the summer season, we would get the entire flock 
of spring pullets, yearlings and all Info winter 
quarters in September. 
That is, we would have 


the poultryhouse aud yards put iu order for win- 
ter then, so there wllj .be no rearrangement to 
disturb the flock or In any way disarrange its 
daily routlrie or habits during late October, Novem- 
ber and December, wheiiAve most desire the eggs. 


One of the principal, factors for securing n high 


egg production in the poultry flock is exercise. A 
hen kept closely cooped will not lay ns many 
eggs during a season; she will take on f:it Instead 
and become unhealthy. Give the hens plenty of 
range—and then get' a larger basket in which to 


. carry the eggs to market. 


Single Comb. Black Leghorns. 


Not many years ago this breed was little known 


to breeders. 
They have made rapid strides and 


nvG.-Becoming very popular. The heavy Minorca 
cpmbs, high tails, very, dark legs and purple instead 


;.of black plumage.have all been bred out and today 
''the Black Leghorns are as>good-in slope as the

time the records of weighers were be- 
ing examined. 
In a week the figures 


were complete. 
They showed these 


men divided into two groups that were 
far apart with relation to the weights 
of cargoes. The group that weighed 
light was the larger. 


A few days later Gard saw O'Toole 


after a ball game. He told the weigh- 
er that District 
Attorney 
Stimson 


wanted to see him that night at the 
federal building,-that the district at- 
torney -was under great obligations to 
him for the tip to examine weighers' 
records and wanted to thank him. 


"O'Toole," said the district attorney 


that night, "this is a time when the 
government needs the aid of honest 
men. We know that men who would 
clean up customs graft have, in' the 
past, come to grief. 
But this is not 


now true. I have taken up your case 
with the secretary of the treasury 
himself. That official asks me to in- 
form you that, in case you aid us in 
cleaning up this situation, your place 
will not only be made secure but that 
you should figure that the service will 
be remembered in the light of your 
future interests. We know that your 
record is clean. We want your help. 
Are you with us?" 


Agent Gard had selected the right 


man. 
O'Toole, at first timid in his 


fear of the ring, became an enthusiast 
over the task of weeding out the 
graft. 
The dominance of local politi- 


cians had no terrors for him with 
Washington at his back. 
The value 


of all he had learned in eleven years 
at the scales was made to supplement 
the lack of customs experience on the 
part of the special agent. 
His ac- 


quaintance with the customs force in 
the port made his information invalu- 
able. 
So enthusiastic did he become 


that he misse'd three ball games in 
succession and went past-four Saturday 
nights -without his customary 
tussle 


with the> spirits that bring forgetful- 
ness. 


O'Toole confirmed much of the list 


of short-weight employees that had 
been made up. Of the derelictions of 
many of these he had personal knowl- 
edge. 
With their methods he was 


entirely familiar and was able to point 
the way toward the establishing of 
guilt so it would be admissible as evi- 
dence and -would secure convictions. 


That an individual weigher may re- 


port short weights it is necessary that 
his associate at the scales, a checker, 
¥hould share in his deceptions, for the 
checker is a witness .of the record of 
the scales. 
In the celebrated short 


weight cases of the sugar scandals, 
the checker had a. steel spring like a 
corset stay that he thrust into the 
mechanism of the scale and retarded 
it, thus resulting in 
a. showing of 


short weight. But in the case of the 
Mediterranean cargoes the fraud was 
less disguised. 
The scales were al- 


lowed to record the proper weight, 
but the weigher and the checker, in 
collusion, divided the figure by two in 
setting it down. The system was both 
simple and effective.•> It worked for 
twenty-five years. 


Gard consulted with O'Toole upon 


the advisability 
of using 
workmen 


about the docks as informers. 
The 


weigher thought this could be done 
and knew a number of men who might 
be so used. ' A. laborer, for instance, 
working about the scales, was able to 
see the amount that the beam regis- 
tered at given times. He could easily 
remember the big numbers, those that 
represented the thousands of pounds, 
until he had a chance to set them 
down. He could thus get a rough rec-

ord of the weighing of a given half 
day.

By such methods fairly clear cases 


were obtained against given weighers 
and checkers. After much information 
was gathered certain guilty men would 
be 
selected 
who

chances to tell all about their knowl- 
edge of the frauds. These men would 
be given immunity. Thus would a few 
of the guilty escape punishment; but 
thus, also, would the government learn 
all the details of the frauds that it 
might be able to provide effectually 
against them. 


Special agents were set to watch 


every suspect, to learn his manner of 
life, how he spent his money, whether 
he could be trapped on the outside. 
When the government needed the con- 
fession of a given man he would be 
called upon and talked to in some such 
manner as this: 


"You, as 
checker, 
worked 
with 


Weigher Smith on a given cargo. The 
weights shown by the scales Smith 
divided by two and you passed them. 
That night a. messenger was sent to 
Costello with a. statement of the short 
weight you bad passed. Costello paid 
half the duty on this short weight. You 
and the weigher split on the basis of 
forty, sixty. 
"We know of a score of offenses 


equally glaring on your 
part. 
The 


government needs you as a witness. 
Under the circumstances- do you not 
think it would be advisable for you to 
go without me to the district attorney 
and make a complete statement of all 
you know about customs frauds?" 


The 
man 
that 
the 
government 


wanted usually came through with all 
he knew. 
So were the cases made 


absolute and so were all the methods 
of graft revealed. 
Eleven weighers 


and checkers were convicted and sent 
to the penitentiary. 
Many hundreds 


of thousands of dollars in duties that 
had 
been 
avoided 
were 
assessed 


against and paid by importers. 
The 


government was lenient with most of 
these because of its chagrin over the 
part played by its representatives and 
because the initiative in the offending 
had usually been taken by govern- 
ment agents. 
Altogether the cleaning up of the 


customs scandals in the port of New 
York was a most complicated task. 
The work of Special Agent Gard is but 
a. fragment of it. but was vastly im- 
portant and decidedly typical of the 
problem in hand and its solution.

Custom hatching In this country is quite an- 


other matter, and has been made possible only by 
the invention of incubators of the continuous 
type, heated from n coal-burning furnace and 
requiring only a comparatively small amount of 
attention. 
It is a line of work which farmeis' 


wives and other women can follow with success 
and to which farmers themselves, as well as the 
owners of large poultry plants, are ttfrning then- 
attention. Men and women living near the larger 
towns, nnd especially if close to the railroad sta- 
tion or on a trolley line, are particularly well sit- 
uated to do custom hatching, for people keeping- 
a few hens will come personally with tlieir eggs- 
and also call for the chickens—just as they do in 
Egypt, by the way, except for the means of con- 
veyance. 


The initial investment need not be large. One 


can stnrt with n single machine and increase the 
size of Ins plant as business warrants. A little 
advertising by means of circulars, or, better, In 
n newspaper, will bring the custom. 
It is first 


necessary, however, to learn all about running 
the incubator. It would be foolish to seek cus- 
tomers before becoming thoroughly familiar with 
artificial incubation and making several experi- 
mental hatchings. These can be made in the fall 
or winter. 


Along with custom hatching goes the sale of 


day-old chicks. This is another line which men 
and women in the country or elsewhere who have 
but little capital may begin in a small w;(y and 
Increase with their business. 
The two,branches 


may well be combined also. If at any time there 
be a dearth of custom-hatching orders, the; ma- 
chines may be kept running just the same to hll 
orders for newly hatched chicfiens. For hatching 
chicks, a charge bused on the number of eggs in 
an incubator tiay is often made. If, for example, 
the tray will accommodate To eggs, the charge 
may be $2 nnd upwards. Just as much time and 
fuel are requited for n dozen eggs as for 75. Of 
course, if the eggs to be hatched for several cus- 
tomers are received at the same time, they can 
be placed in the same machine, but it will be very 
difficult to decide to whom the chicks belong when 
they are out of the shells. 


If the hatcher is using single machines, it I? 


wise to emplo;, the smaller sizes. The machine! 
which come in sections are most satisfactory, for 
they can be added to lilce sectional 
bookcases 


as one's business grows. Of course the custom 
hatcher takes no responsibility. He does his best, 
and if the eggs fail to hatch, the loss is the cus- 
tomer's. The hatcher has no means of knowing 
that they were fertile, even, until a test at the 
end of five days is made. Likewise, the hatcher 
runs no open accounts, if he is wise. A deposit 
should be made when the eggs are left, and the 
remainder paid when the chicks are delivered. 


Day-old chicks are best sold at a flat rate, say 


15 ,cents apiece, with delivery charges added, 
Strongly made cardboard boxes especially de- 
signed for shipping chicks are manufactured and 
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cause broken eggs, although tbe point at 
Issue is that lei tile eggs are less desir- 
able for table1 parposes than unfertile ones.

11 shipped as soon 
as dned off, no food will be required, foi a chicken 
needs nothing ro eat for the first two days of 
its existence after leaving the shell, being nour- 
ished bv the jolk of the egg which it has absorbed. 
For that reason, people who complain that the 
practice of withholding food is cruel are wasting 
tlieir sympathies. 


To just what extent these new developments 


will revolutionize the poultry business of the 
country, no one can safely eien guess. It is cer- 
tain, though, that hundreds of people who for- 
merly raised a few chicks each season with hens 
will now either send their hatching eggs to a cus- 
tom hatchery or buy day-old chicks. The expense 
is but 'little greater and hours of fussing with 
broody hebs are eliminated. 
People living in the 


cities may now keep hens in the back yard, for 
they will need no roosters and thus avoid the com- 
plaints of neighbors, and can keep breeds which 
do not get broody. 


One thing is certain, though. 
If the egg pro- 


ducers are going to make the most of their op- 
portunities, manv of them will have to reform 
their methods. The statement is made, apparently 
with authority, that there is an aunual loss of 
$43,000,000 because of the improper handling of 
eggs. Much of this loss can be traced directly to 
the producers—the men and women on the farms. 
Such facts are responsible In part for the present 
much-discussed high cost of living. 


Many farmecs let their eggs accumulate until 


they get a basketful, although It may, take several 
weeks. Fertile and infertile eggs are dumped io 
the same lot. If a hidden nest Is discovered, the 
old hen is shooed away and the half-incubated 
eggs are sold along with the others. This is the 
icason why the average market egg is unreliable. 
Incubation has begun in a fertile egg before it is 
laid. In a few days traces of the embryo may 
easily be discovered, even though the egg simply 
he kept in a warm room or allowed to remain in 
the sun. 
Ordinarily the germ soon perishes, and 


then the egg is quickly added to the rotten-egg 
class. An unfertile egg may be kept for many 
weeks without going bad, although it may get 
somewhat stale and consequently unfit for the 
table. 


Under the present system, the customer is pro- 


tected to a large extent by* the big egg merchants, 
who examine the eggs which pass through then 
hands by means of a test known as candling. This 
candling is a highly important part of the business 
in most cities, and on the care and expertness 
with which the work is done dependAhe quality of 
the product which the customer secures. The men 
who candle eggs become remarkably expert—so 
expert that they can handle two eggs in each hand 
and grade them at a glance as they are passed 
quickly before a hole in a tin shade placed before 
a strong electric light. 


Eggs from flocks which contain no male bird 


except in the breeding season will keep longer and 
be better than those laid by hens with which a 
rooster is running. Many people still hold to the 
antiquated belief that hens lay better if attended 
by a rooster. This Is a pure fallacy. In point 
of fact, the roosters annoy the hens, and may

The following suggestions should be of Help to

tice if you would become n good judge or at least 
learn how to select youi own pullets for layers. 
And It will be necessary for jon to know how to 
select If you are to improve your flock. 


Judging poultry is said to bo n liner art than 


the selection of other farm animals, but the man 
or woman who picks pullets with a line head, 
alert e>es and comb, iace and wattles of fine tex- 
ture, has taken the first step toward increased 
egg production. 
Good pullets should stand square 


on their feet, with legs wide apart, with the front 
end of the body slightly higher than the posterior 
end, and with a long back and tail carried rather 
high. 
The body should be wedge-shaped, yielding 


ample room for the reproductive and digestive 
organs. 


)Vhen Eggs Are Highest. 


How to get eggs in late fail and early winter 


when they are highest is a serious problem with 
most poultrymen. 


Taking it for granted that the pullets were 


hatched early and have made good growth during 
the summer season, we would get the entire flock 
of spring pullets, yearlings and all into winter 
quarters in September. 
That is, we would have 


(he poultryiiouse and yards put in order for win- 
ter then, so there wllj be no rearrangement to 
disturb the flock or In any way disai range its 
daily routine or habits during late October, Novem- 
ber and December, when .we most desire the eggs. 


One of the principal factors for securing a high 


egg production in the poultry flock is exercise. A 
hen kept closely cooped will not lay as many 
eggs during a season; she will take on fat instead 
and become unhealthy. 
Give the hens plenty of 


range—and then get a larger basket in which to 
carry the eggs to market. 


Single Comb Black Leghorns. 


Not many years ago this breed was little known 


to breeders. They have made rapid strides and 
ai'fiybecoming very popular. 
The heavy Minorca 


combs, high tails, very dark legs and purple instead 
of black plumage have all been bred out and today 
the Black Leghorns are as good in slope as the 
other Leghorns. Their combs are equally as small 
and neat as the whites or browns. 
They carry 


their tails low nnd well spread. 
Tlieir legs show 


a good yellow color together with a good green 
sheen to the plumage. 


Among many fanciers black is a desired color 


and among these admirers and fanciers the Black 
Leghorn, in many Instances, is replacing its brown 
or white sister. They are persistent layers of large 
chalk-white eggs and there's no reason why they 
should lack popularity any longer.

Tt is a line of. work which farmers' 


wives and other women can follow with success 
und to which farmers themselves, as well as the 
owners of large poultry plants, are tu'rning tlieir 
attention. Men nnd women living near the larger 
towns, and especially if close to the railroad sta- 
tion or on a trolley line, nre particularly well sit- 
uated to do custom hatching:, for people keeping 
a few hens ivill come personally with Iheir eggs 
and also call for the chickens—just as they do in 
Kgypt,' by the way, except for tlie means of con- 
veyance. 


The initial Investment need not be large. One 


can start with u single machine and increase the 
size of liis plant as business warrants. 
A little 


advertising by means of circulars, or, better, in 
a newspaper, will bring the custom. 
It Is first 


necessary, however, to learn 
nil about running 


the incubator. 
It would be foolish to seek cus- 


tomers before becoming thoroughly familiar with 
artificial Incubation und making several experi- 
mental hatchings. These can be made in the fall 
or winter. 


Along with custom hatching goes the sale of 


day-old chicks. 
This is another line which men 


and women in the country or elsewhere who have 
but little capital may begin in a small w:(y and 
increase 
with their business. 
The two,branches 


may u-e.-ll be combined also. If at any time there 
be n dearth of custom-hatching orders, the> ma- 
chines may be kept running just the same to fill 
orders for"newly hatched cliickens. For liatchmg 
chicks, a. charge based on the number of eggs in. 
an incubator tray i.s often made. If, for example, 
the trav will accommodate 75 eggs, the charge 
may be":?2 and upwards. 
.Tust as much time and 


fuel are renuired for n dozen eggs ns for 75. Of 
course, if the eggs to be hatched for several cus- 
tomers' are received at the same time, they can 
be placed In the same machine, but it will be very 
difficult to decide to whom tlie chicks belong when 
they are out of the shells. 


If the hatcher is using single machines, it iy 


wise to employ the smaller sizes. . The machine* 
which come in sections are most satisfactory, for 
they can be added to like sectional bookcases 
ns one's business grows. 
Of course the custom 


hatcher takes .no responsibility. He does his best, 
and if the eggs fail to hatch, the loss is the cus- 
tomer's. The hatcher has no means of knowing 
that they were fertile, even, until a test at the 
end of five days is made. 
Likewise, the hatcher 


runs no open accounts, if he is wise. A deposit 
should be made when the eggs are left, and the 
remainder piiicl when the chicks are delivered.-

30 ,cents apiece, with delivery charges added,

protect the chie-k from harm. If shipped as soon 
as dried off, no food will be required, for a chicken 
needs nothing ro eat for the lirst two days of 
its existence after leaving the shell, being nour- 
ished by the yolk of the egg which it has absorbed. 
For that reason, people who complain that the 
practice of withholding food is cruel are wasting 
tlieir sympathies. 


To just what extent these new developments 


will revolutionize the poultry business of the 
country, no one can safely even guess. It is cer- 
tain, though, that hundreds .of people who for- 
merly raised a few chicks each season with hens 
will now either send their hatching eggs to u cus- 
tom hatchery or buy day-olil chicks. The expense 
is but ''little" greater nnd hours of fussing with 
broody heiis are eliminated. 
People- living In the 


cities may no.w keep hens in the back yard, for 
they will need no roosters nnd thus avoid the com- 
plaints of neighbors, and can keep breeds which 
do not get broody. 


One thing is certain, though. 
If the egg pro- 


ducers are going to make the most of their op- 
portunities, many of them will have to reform 
their methods. The statement Is made, apparently 
with authority, that there is an annual loss of 
$45,000,000 because of the improper handling of 
eggs. Much of this loss can be traced directly to 
(he producers—the men and women on the farms. 
Such facts are responsible in part for the present 
much-discussed high cost of living. 


Many farmers let their eggs accumulate until 


they get n basketful, although It may- take several 
weeks. Fertile and infertile eggs are dumped ID 
tho same lot. If a hidden nest Is discovered, the 
old hen is shooed away and the half-incubated 
eggs are sold along with the others. 
This is the 


reason why the average market egg is unreliable. 
Incubation has begun in n fertile egg before it is 
laid. 
In a few days traces of the embryo may 


easily be discovered, even though the egg simply 
be kept in a warm room or allowed to remain in 
the sun. 
Ordinarily the germ soon perishes, and 


then the egg is quickly added to the rotten-egg 
class. 
An unfertile egg may be kept for many 


weeks without going bad, although it mny get 
somewhat stale and consequently unfit for the 
table. 


Under the present system, the customer Is pro- 


tected to n large extent bjj- the big egg merchants, 
who examine the eggs which pass through theii 
hands by means of a test known as candling. This 
candling Is a highly important part of the business 
in most cities, and on the care 'and expertness 
with which the work is done dependsfthe quality of 
the product which the customer secures. The men 
who candle eggs become remarkably expert—so 
expert that they can handle two eggs In each hnnd 
and grade them at a glance as they are passed 
quickly before a hole in a tin shade placed before 
a strong electric light. 


Eggs from flocks which contain no male bird 


except in the breeding season will keep longer nnd 
be better than those laid by hens with which a 
rooster is running. Many people still hold to the 
antiquated belief that hens lay better if attended 
by a rooster. This Is a pure fallacy. 
In point 


of fact, the roosters annoy the hens, and may

lenrn how to select yeiur own pullets for layers. 
And it will be necessary for you to know how to 
select If you nre to Improve your Hock. 


Judging poultry is said to be a finer art than 


The selection of other farm animals, but the man 
or woman who picks pullets with a fine Head, 
alert eyes nnd comb, face and wattles of line tex- 
ture, has taken the first step toward increased 
egg production. 
Good pullets should stand square 


on their feet, with legs wide apart, with the front 
end of the body slightly higher than the posterior 
end, nnd with a long back and tail carried rather 
high. 
The body should be wedge-shaped, yielding 


ample room for the reproductive and digestivp 
organs. 


When Eggs Are Highest. 


How to get eggs in late fall and early winter 


when they are highest is a serious problem with 
most poultrymen. 


Taking it for granted that the pullets were 


hatched early and have made good growth during 
the summer season, we would get the entire flock 
of spring pullets, yearlings; and all into winter 
quarters in September. 
That is, we would have; 


the poultryhouse and yards put in order for win- 
ter then, "so there will be no rearrangement to 
disturb the flock or In any way disarrange its 
daily routine or habits during late October, Novem- 
ber and December, when we most desire the eggs. 


One of the principal factors for securing u high 


egg production in the poultry flock is exercise. A 
hen kept closely cooped will not lay as many- 
eggs during a season; she will take on fat instead 
and become unhealthy. 
Give the hens plenty of 


range—and then get a larger basket in which to 
carry the eggs to market. 


Single Comb Black Leghorns. 


Not many years ago this breed was little known 


to breeders. They have made rapid strides and 
ave. becoming very popular. 
The heavy Minorca 


combs, high tails, very dark legs anel purple Instead 
of black plumage have all been bred out and today 
the Black Leghorns ave as good In slope as the 
other Leghorns. Their combs nre equally as small 
and neat as tlie whites or browns. 
They carry 


their tails low and well spread. Their legs show. 
a good yellow color together with a good green 
sheen to the plumage. 


Among many fanciers black is a desired color 


nnd among these admirers and fanciers the Black 
Leghorn, in many Instances, is replacing its brown 
or .white sister. They are persistent layers of large 
chalk-white eggs and there's no reason why they 
should lack popularity any longer.

and Mexl'co.

seeds have long been used In medicine. 
While nothing is known.In Venezuela 
a.s to the use of tho alkaloid product 
of' the seeds -In tlie making of war 
gases, it Is a fact'that.s'abtidilla dust 
irritates the eyes, tlie throat and the 
nose so much that laborers working 
with it are obliged to wear protecting 
masks.- 
The first Importation from 
Vene- 


zuela was .made to Hamburg 25 or 30 
years ago. .-The foreign demand has 
never amounted .to more than 5,000 
sacks annually.

Sabadilla seeds nnd all preparations 


Compounded from them have been de- 
clared contraband by Great ^Britain. 


The substances produced from the 


seeds are cavadlne, or crystallized 
veratrlc, an alkaloid, veratric acid, 
find sabadalline, which Is an aroor- 
phus, pleasant smelling alkaloid that 
accelerates the beating of the heart.

Madison—That the receipts under

Poison Gases Used in Warfare Are 


Made From Sabadilla, Grown Only 


\ 
in That Country. 


The asphyxiating and tear-produc- 


ing gases used in the war are made 
from sabadillu, a product exported 
only from Venezuela, according to an 
American consular report from that 
country. 


Sabadilla, meaning' barley, Is the 


name of a plant of- the lily family, 
botanically called veratrura sabadilla 
retztus, occurring only in Venezuela 
and Mexi'co. 
The highly poisonous 


seeds have long been used in medicine. 
While nothing is known in Venezuela 
as to the use of the alkaloid product 
of the seeds in the making of war 
gases, It is a fact that sabadllln dust 
irritates the eyes, the throat and the 
nose so much that laborers working 
with it are obliged to wear protecting 
masks.

The asphyxiating and tenr-produc- 


Ing gases used in the war nre made 
from sabadilla, a product exported 
only from Venezuela, according to an 
American consular report from that 
co.untry. 


Sabadilla, meaning- barley, Is the 


name of a plant of the lily family, 
botanically called verntrum sabadilla 
retztus, occurring only in Venezuela 
and Mexico. 
The highly poisonous 


seeds have long been used in medicine. 
While nothing Is known In Venezuela 
as to the use of the alkaloid product 
of the seeds in the making of war 
•mses it is a fact that sabadilla dust 
irritates the eyes, the throat and the 
nose so much that laborers working 
with it are obliged to wear protecting 
.masks.
